To prevent the condition, it would 
probably be enough to trent only 
tho diapers worn, ot night with this 
solution. : : 

Of course, diaper rash will not 
develop If the babys diapers src 
changed os sooh os_ they, become 
wet, but this Is not always possible, 
particularly at night. 

In treating dinper rash, the phy- 
alclan, ns n rule, suggests the use of 
some mild ointment to. protect the 
Inflamed skin and to relieve the tr 
ritation, However,, with the propor 
treatment of the diapers, the de- 
velopment of this skin condition can
